, commissioned officer for the 


regiment. 

Nearly 2,000 Buckeye 
tankers, artillerymen and 
infantry ttoops from the 
107th made up the dawn-to- 
dark motor convoy that 
rolled through Ohio and 
Michigan on the way to 
Grayling Saturday, July 31. 

The miles-long line of 
trucks and jeeps rolled along 
country roads while pilots of 
the flying cavalry, tle 
107th’s attack helicopter 
proup, zigzagged overhead 
in their combat choppers. 

Clair said the troops from 
16 units spread over much of 
Ohio will be training the next 
two weeks to perfect their 
modern-day federal mission. 

That mission is to protect a 
large number of troops in 
time of war, like a 16,000- 
member combat division, 
while the troops pass 
through an area. 

‘We would be the security 
force for a division,” the big 
captain said. 

Of course, the regiment is 
also ready to fulfill its state 
mission, part of which is 
helping out in time of a 
natural disaster. 

Clair added that the 
regiment will train and fire 
its M-60 tanks, eight-inch 
howitzers and — smaller 
weapons during the two- 
week camp. 

“They got a lot of fire- 
power,’’ Render said. 

Both Clair and Render ex- 
plained how the _ horse 
cavalry’s traditions have 
been retained over the 
years. 

“The uniform has 
changed, but if it were up to 
guys like (Gen. George) Pat- 
ton, we would have our own 
(style of) uniforms,’’ Render 
said. 

Clair explained how the 
parts of the horse cavalry’s 
tradition have remained 
sacred to the modern 
cavalry. 

He said an officer wins a 
pair of spurs when he suc- 
cessfully takes a_ troop 
through a training field 
exercise. 

The old cavalry’s Stetson 
hat and sabre are also 
respected items in the 
regiment. And the head of a 
black stallion is the identify- 
ing patch the unit members 
wear on their sleeves. 

“They stand out,’’ Render 
said proudly about his fellow 
cavalrymen. “Our horses 
have just changed.”

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What To Do 
About Jack 
Pine Budworms 


Many of our homeowners 
are experiencing severe out- 
breaks of Jack Pine Bud- 
worm. This is the organism 
that is killing Jack Pine and 
other pine species. The 
worm is a redish color with 
lighter colored ijengthwise 
stripes and they are about 
3/4” long. If left uncontrolled 
this worm will probably kill 
or severely weaken affected 
trees. 


Control - A chemical spray 
of Sevin (Carbaryl) is effec- 
tive on smaller pine trees. A 
12-15 foot tree is probably the 
largest tree that can be 
treated with hand pump 
sprayers. Treat those trees 
which are part of your yard 
or landscaped area - it is 
probabiy unpracticai to treat 
a large areage. A long term 
solution is to replace the 
Jack Pine trees in your yard 
with Red Pine, maple (avoid 
silver maple - the branches 
break to easily) and oak. 


These species in most 
situations will grow on the 
same site as the Jack Pine. 
It is also advised that as soon 
as you determine the trees 
are dead (no needles next 
spring) they should be cut 
down - the resulting wood 
could be used for fire wood 
(it is best to leave your pine 
in as large a diameter as 
your wood burner will 
allow.) Jack pine sawlogs 
generally 10° diameter and 
straight can be custom sawn 
into lumber or timbers if 
treated with a wood preser- 
vative. They should yield a 7- 
10 year useful life.

In a recent ar- 
ticle on Family Violence, 
elderly abuse, physical and 
otherwise, was discussed by 
Dr. Noel Cazenave, Assist- 
ant Professor of Sociology at 
Temple University. The 
whole issue of the battered 
elder is very involved. It has 
to do with the elderly being 
able to live up to their most 
sacred value--and for the 
aged, that most sacred value 
is independence. 

Violence is not always 
defined as a plysical hurt or 
injury, according {o Dr. 
Cazenave. Violence simply 
means that something of 
value, be it health, freedom, 
or property, is assaulted, 
disturbed, or mistreated, 
Many people are concerned 
that a great number of elder- 
ly will literally freeze to 
death this winter or starve. 
Now that’s violence against 
the aged, because that’s a 
violation of cheir right to live 
independently - a violation of 
them physically, morally, 
mentally and _ spiritually. 
He points out that the media 
aggravates the problem with 
their on-going presentations 
of the elderly as hopeless,

that is useless---you increase 
the legitimacy of them being 
abused. You also decrease 
their self-esteem—and we 
know that persons with 
lower senses of self-esteem 
are more likely to tolerate 
abuse. To help prevent the 
recurring violation of the 
elderly, Dr. Cazenave 
suggests that middle aged 
persons allow their elderly 
parents to remain indepen- 
dent by residing in the same 
homes they have occupied 


for the past 30-40 years. If, of — 


course, they are in good 
health and have the basic 
resources of life - such as 
adequate income, food, 
shelter, and heat. Dr. 
Cazenave also tells the mid- 
dle aged to let their parents 
contribute to family chores 
and problems. If they reach 
out, let them help in any 
way. Age doesn’t reduce 
faculties to the extent we on- 
ce thought. He also adaman- 
ty supports the aged mixing 
with children. The interac- 
tion benefits both the 
children and the aged, he 
said,

Crawford County Public 
Transit (C.C.P.T. or Dial-A- 
Ride) is in the process of 
again, since our inception in 
1976, setting a new ridership 
record for 1982. 89,600 
passengers have chosen to 
ride your bus system in our 
f/y, starting October 1, 1981, 


The un-audited figures 
show an increase of 1254% 
over the same period iast 
year. We feel that the accep- 
tance of public transporta- 
tion in Crawford County, 
coupled with the need of this 
service is reflected in these 
figures. We try to do our best 
to suit everyone’s needs in 
our 587 square miles of coun- 
ty and even though there is 
more ride time than in the 
past, we do our best. 


Witn the continuing in- 
crease in ridership, we are 
also confronted with 
declining state and federal 
Subsidies and other avenues 
must be explored to continue 
the same level of service. 
Overall system cost is being 
looked at, along with any 
other savings. With this in

Editor’s Mailbox 


Dear Friends, 

it's been four years since 
you first elected me_ to 
represent you on the County 
Board of Commissioners. It 
hasn't been an easy four 
years for our community. 

Three months after 
assuming office in 1979, your 
County Board of Com- 
missioners was faced with a 
crisis unparalleled in the 
history of Crawford County. 
Green, untired, and a little 
naive, we found ourselves 
possessed of a budget 
steeped in red ink, with a 
deficit projected in excess of 
$250,000.00! Plainly put, we 
didn’t have enough money to 
keep county government 
operating through the fall. 
Additionally, we were slap- 
ped with a costly lawsuit by 


jail inmates demanding pei- 
sonal damages, jail 


renovations, attorney fees, 
and court costs that we could 
not hope to meet. 
Somewhere between the first 
and second year, we were 
notified that 25 percent of the 


courthouse  ‘‘furnishings’’ 
had been borrowed years 
back and would be 
“reclaimed” within the 
month. 

Having inherited this 


nightmare, and how we sur- 
vived it is more than history, 
It’s a miracle! Budgets were 
slashed to bare bone, 23 em- 
ployeés or nearly 50 percent 
of our staff was laid off in- 
definitely, animal control 
was shut down, and com- 
missioners worked long 
hours for no pay.

A governor’s task force has 
recommended the reduction of un- 
necessary regulatory burdens on the 
oil and gas industry as well as con- 
tinued co-operation between state 
government and the industry. 

The task force, established to 
review state policies related to vil 
and gas development, concluded 
that only through less regulation 
and promotion of further explora- 
tion will Michigan’s future energy 
needs be secured. 

The group, appointed in April af- 
ter being recommended in the 
governor’s state of the state ad- 
dress, was comprised of representa- 
tives from state government and the 
oil and gas industry itself. 

Specific recommendations made 
to achieve this cooperative venture 


| @include continued opposition of 


proposed increases in the oil and gas 
severance tax, not including the 
1980 windfall profits tax payments 
within the state’s Single Business 
Tax base and establishing a 
mechanism for interim relief in 
natural gas purchase price increase 
cases which requires action by the 
state Public Service Commission. 

Also recommended was a new 
system to promote stability of the 
state’s oil and gas leasing process, 
new procedures for the timely 
issuance of drilling permits, and the 
continued work of the state Energy 
Administration with other state 
agencies to better coordinate regula- 
tory functions. 

Governor William G. Milliken said 
the recommendations of the task 
force would be carefully reviewed 4s 
future 
development of Michigan’s oil and 
gas resources can be a key element 
in the state’s economic recovery. 

‘The task force report provides a 
clear indication of Michigan's com- 
mitment to reducing unnecessary 
regulatory burdens on the industry 
and promotion of further  ex- 
ploration vital to Michigan’s energy 
future,” Milliken said.

Less Regulation Recommended 
For Oil and Gas Industry 


Warren M. Hoyt, Executive Director, MPA 


The group, headed by Commerce 
Director Norton Berman, reported 
that major new finds of oil and gas 
are needed to reverse Michigan’s 
declining production. 

Estimates, based on the depletion 
of oil wells plus the expected ad- 
dition of new reserves, suggest a 3 
percent decline in naturai gas 
production and a 6 percent decline in 
oil output by 1983. 

The state’s oil consumption, 
meanwhile, is projected to increase 
from 160 million barrels consumed 
in 1980 te 178 million annually by 
1990, 

Natural gas use should decline 
from 759 billion cubic feet to about 
720 billion cubic feet annually in 
1990. 

Oil production in Michigan was 
equivalent to about 22 percent of the 
state’s consumption of petroleum 
products in 1981 mile natural gas 
produced in the state provided ap- 
proximately 20 — of the 
state’s supply in 1981. 

The future, the report said, says 
the state may be more dependent 
upon imports. Assuming no new 
major finds, the state’s natural gas 
production will meet only 12 percent 
of the state’s projected demand by 
1990. 

Michigan ranked 11th and 12th, 
respectively, among all the states in 
production of natural gas and cru de 
oil in 1980. 

In 1981, oil and gas exploration 
and production yielded $171.6 
million in revenue to the state with 
the largest source coming from the 
oii and gas severance tax which was 
$83 million. 

The task force concluded the 
prospects for the future of oil and 
gas exploration and production in 
the state remain good, but con- 
tinued cooperation between state 
government and industry is impor- 
tant to assure the full contribution 
of Michigan’s resources in meeting 
future energy needs.

With thé summer abun- 
dance of green foliage, it is 
easy to overlook some of 
which might be toxic to the 
human body. Children are 
especially attracted to 
leaves or rootstocks of plants 
in the flower or vegetable 
garden. For example: 
Hyacinth, Narcissus, Star of 
Bethlehem, Autumn Crocus, 
and Snowdrops have toxic 
substances in their roots and 
bulbs. The seeds of or- 
namental Sweet Peas have 
caused skeletal deformities 
in laboratory animals. The 
foliage of Foxglove, Dutch- 
man’s Breeches, and Bleed- 
ing Hearts also contain toxic 
substances. 


In the vegetable garden 


arnia tha 
the mest dangerous is the 


leaf of the rhubarb. The stalk 
of rhubarb is perfectly safe, 
but the leaf contains oxalic 
acid which is highly toxic to 
the kidneys. The potato is 
very closely related to Black 
Nightshade. The poisonous 
alkaloid is concentrated in 
vines and green tissues. 
Norman, healthy potato 
tubers are harmless even if 
eaten in large amounts, but 
beware of green ‘‘sunbur- 
ned’’ spots on tubers, or 
sprouts on potatoes. Sprouts 
and green spots should be 
discarded. 

Altogether there are many 
beautiful flowers and edible 
plants, but it pays to be 
aware of these parts which 
may cause harm to us or our 
little people.

Section I} Regulation No. 21, Crawford County, Lovells 
Township R 283.720,7, K.P. Lake, Sections 25 and 28, Tewn 28 
. North, Range 2 West, Lovells Township, Crawford County, 
* Michigan: 

On the waters of K.P. Lake it is unlawful to operate a vessel 
propelled by machinery with the use of fuel, only, 

Section HL All other ordinances or paris of ordinances in 
conflict herewith are hereby repealed. 

Section EV Violations of this ordinance are a misdemeanor 
and may be punished by a fine not to exceed One Hundred

Hanson Park, What Is it? 


Two hundred eighty five acres located in the southeast 
corner of Section 14, that’s what it is, at least in one way it is. 
Another person might describe it as being one of the nicest 
parcels of land in Crawford County, it just depends upon your 
view. But to the view of a handful of people, that 285 acres is 
the most important parcel of land in the world. That handful 
of people are the members of the Grayling Recreation 
Authority, some interested citizens and the management and 
staff of Hanson Park. To them, Hanson Park is a Sleeping 
giant in the economic growth of our community. 

Hanson Park came into being many years ago, when a 
large tract of land was given to the State of Michigan by the 
Rasmus Hanson family. There were however, certain 
stipulations in that gift; that the land was to be used for a 
military reservation, a game reserve, recreation and/or 
education. In one smail corner of this vast track of land, a ski 
park was established, what is believed to be Michigan’s very 
first ski park. The park flourished and soon a toboggan slide 
was added along with Winter Carnivals and ice skating. As 
years passed, other facilities were added until all of a sudden 
the bubble burst. The State stepped in and said that the terms 
of the Hanson Grant had been violated, and as a result, 
everything must go back to square one. 

In 1976 an Act was passed in the State Legislature which 
created the Grayling Recreation Authority whose job it is to 
oversee the operation of Hanson Park as a Community 
Recreation Area. The Grayling Recreation Authority is com- 
prised of 2 members from the City of Grayling, two members 
from Grayling Township, two members from the Crawford 
AuSable School District and one member at large from 
Crawford County. The ‘‘Board’”’ meets the first Wednesday of 
every month at Hanson Park and the public is cordially in- 
vited to attend any and all meetings. At tonight’s meeting the 
budget for the coming fiscal year will be discussed.
